hus the Suave limiteth — boundeth that part of 


— which we call a Day, by one revolution upon the 


Poles of the woꝛld. By his revolution allo thzough 
the Zodiack, he determineth the Yere. Thus the Moone 
determineth the Moneth. The Planet Saturne deter⸗ 
mineth a time of about zo yeares, The Planet lupiter 
a time of about 12 yeares, The Planet Mars, a time 
of about tws peares, #c, The Spheare of the fired 
Stars alſo by its revolution determineth a certaine 
time, but a verp long one, and not certainly known to 
us, by reaſon that the motion therof is ſo ſlow. Foz

lervattons of the Heavenly motions ) unto this our 


time, it hath not moved abone the thirteenth part ol 


His revolution. Prolomy thought that it mooved one 


degree in an Hundzed p&res,and ſo by that account it 
Hould accomplikh a full revolution in 2 6coo ycares. 

Albategnius ſappoſed that it moved one degre in 66 
peeres , à ſo accomplich a vc volution in 23750 peres. 


Is Alphonſus alloweth a longer time foz the revolution, 


viz. 49000 pres. But Tycho Brahe comparing his 
owne obſervations with the certaineſt obſervations 
of Timecharis, Hipparcnus, Prolomy and Albategnius, 
fndeth that this Spheare moveth 5 1 ſecends in one 
peere, that is, one degree in c peeres and 7 moneths, 


and ſo by this account, it ſhould accompitſh one full 


revolutton in 25411 portes, and about ſeven moneths. 
Thts is that terme which is called by fome, Magnus 
annus Platonis, Plato's great yeere, bhecauſe, ohen it was 
compleat, he thought all things ſhould returne to the 
ſtate they were at firſt. But weiCh:tltians abhoꝛre 
fo Heatheniſh a conceit. Ind doubtleſſe we may cons 
clude, that God hath appointed this Spheare ſo low 
a motion, that it may bee to the Planets a certaine 


baſe 62 fonndation(as the earth is to libing creatuxes) 


whereby their motions may be underſtood 2 deter- 
mined. Beides this benefit, theſe Kev ſtarrs alſo, by 
their diurnall motion from Eaſt to weſt, Keepe a moſt 
due and certaine account ot the houres of the night, 
So that the time of the night ts knowne as certatn-: 
Ip by them, as the time of the dap is by the Su. 

Tho chiefe and pꝛincipall of theſe ſer and determi- 
ned times 02 ſcaſons, are theſe thice , the Day, the Mo 
neth, and the Veere. 

1. The woꝛd Day is ſuppoſed by ſome to come of 
the Hebzew woꝛd INT Daah, which figntfieth to flic 
with a ſotfr and continued motion. The woꝛd is — 
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ken in two ſenſes, Foz ſirſt it fignifieth that ſpace ot 
time which the Gree {+ call, Nn e, to Wit, a ſpace - 


ok time, within Which, a day & a night is once made. 
Ind this is called the Naturall day, and is mads by 


one revolution of the Sunne upon the Poles of the 
Wozld, either from the Mozth, oz South part of the 
Meridian, as the Aſtronomers uſe ts account it, This 
natural dap is divided commonly into 24 equal parts, 
which are called Houres ot the Greoke Woꝛd weg, an 
houre which is thought to come of Horo an Egyptian 
wozd,fignifping with them the Sun. Ind thus the A 
ſtronomers make every day in the vere to bee equall 
one to another foz the moze eaſe ot their Calculati⸗ 
ons : notwithſtanding they finde, that partly by the 
Sunnes motion from the XquinoQiall and Tropicall 
points, and partly by his motion from the Apogzum, 
and Per igæum, the naturall dapes doe ditfer one from 
another, which they allo rocompenſe by certaine e⸗ 

E verp one of theſe howꝛes is divided into 60 mi⸗ 
nuts, and every minute into 60 ſeconds, and fo cons 
tinuallp as ned ſhall require. 

IYgain, the woꝛd Day ts taken in a moze ſtric ſenſe, 
as 93poſed to the word Night, and fo it fignifieth that 


ſpace of time wherein the center of the Sun is abene 


the Horizon; And this is called the Arti ficiall day. 
2. The Moneth taketh its name of the Moone, 
Which meaſtireth kozth the Mometh. 

lohannes de Sacro Boſeo maketh mention of 4 Rinde 
of Moneths; viz. the moneth of Peragration, of Appa- 
rition, Medi. inall, and the moneth of Confecution. 

The Moneth of Peragratien ts the ſpace of time in 
which the Mane perfozmeth one revolution thꝛongh 
the 12fgnes of the Zodiack; and this accozding to the 
meane motton ok the Moone, containeth 27 dapes, 7 
heures, 43 minutes,; ſeconds, 2 thirds, 6 fourths, 
Ap 3 27 fifths, 
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27 fifths,and 19 ſixths, accoꝛding tothe cbſer vations 
of the learned Kepler. 

The ſecond is the Moneth of Apparition, conſiſting 
of 28 dapes, vulgarly divided into foure Werkes. 

ye Moneth Medicinall containeth 26 dayes and 
an halfe. 

The Moncth of Conſecution, is that ſpace of time 
wherein the Wcone accompliſheth one revolution 
from the Sunne, that is, from one meaneconjunction 
with the Sunne, to another. Ind this Moneth is 
longer then the moneth of Peragrat ion Foꝝ the Mone 
returning to the lame place in the Zodiack, where the 
left the Suvne, ſindeth him moved by his pꝛoper me⸗ 
tion, almoſt one Signe further, and therefoze is koz⸗ 
ced to ſpend moꝛ e then too dapes in following the 
Sunne, befozs ſhe can come to bee joyned with him a⸗ 
gaine. Andok this following of the Sup, the Moncth 
taketh its name of Conſecution. This moneth contai- 
neth 29 dapes, 12 houres, 44 minutes, 3 ſeconds, 1+ 
thirds, 3o fourths, 55 fift1s, and 4 firths, accozding 
tothe Moones meane motion, 

Ind this is the Meane Naturall moneth unte which 
all other civil] Moneths haue reſpect, Fox by reaſon of 
the fractions jopned to the even dayes of this mo- 
neth, it were a verp difkicalt thing to keep an account 
in a Tommon- Wealth, bpthis naturall Moneth. And 
hence it is, that the vil Moneths differ almoſt among 
all nattons. Thus we find in Scripture, that at the 
time of Noahs Flod, the moneth contained zo dapes. 
Afterwards the ewes finding thig to much, allotted 
to ne meneth 30 dayes, and to ansther 29 dapes, al⸗ 
ternately thꝛoughaut the whole veare; but finding 
this to little, they were fozced to uſe divers interca= 
lations to kæpe the account of their moneths, Thus 
the Civil! Moneth among the Egyptiars confiſted of 
30 dapes: And in our Tulian yeare , wee haue ſoine

3- The third Determined Seaſon of ſpeciall note is 
the Y-ace, Which is a ſpace of time limited by the Bes 
volutton of the Sun tn the Zodi ick. Now becauſe the 
Suns revolutton is ozdinartly bounded two wayes, 
therefoze the yeare is of two ſozts, viz. the Sydereall 

yeare,and the Tropicall yearc. us 

The Sydereall yeare ts the ſpace of time in which 
the Sunne departing from any of the fixed ſtarres, re⸗ 
turneth to it againe ; and this accoꝛding to the meane 
motion of the Sun, containeth $55 dapes, 6 houres, 
v minutes, 39 leconds, 27 thirds, 4 fourths, and 
43 fifths, 

The Tropical! Yeare is that ſpace of time in which 
the Sun departing from any of the cardinall points 
in the Zodia:k , returneth to the ſame againe, Ind. 
this accozding to the Sunnes meane motion contai⸗ 
neth 365 dayes, 5 heures, 43 minutes, 57 ſeconds, 
35 thirds, 47 kourths, and zs fifths. This is the 
Meane naturall yeare, which all Mations haue labozed 
to keepe,but could not doe it, partly, becanſe it was 
1unpofſible to know the true quantitie of this peare, 
but by cõparing the obſcrvations of theſe our times 
with thole of the Ancients ; and partly alſo becauſe 
it is to hart a matter to keepe a common account of 
te odde fractions jopned to the whole dapes contai⸗ 
ned in this pe:re, 

Ind therefozc the Civill peeres uſed by ſeverall na⸗ 
tions,dtffered one from another: foz the Arabians àc⸗ 
counted in ſome et their peares 354 dapes, and in 
ſome 357. The Egyptians reckoned 365 dapes. Ind 
in the Iulian peare we account 365 dapes, intercala⸗ 
ting one dap every fourth yeare , which we call Biſ- 
ſexrile 0p Leape-yeare, And the Romanes now of late 
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rall yeare,(as indeed tt to) haue abated of the quan- 
titie thereof, oꝛdatnumg that the day which we inter= 
te every fourth peare, all bee omitted in ſome 


peares, viz. in the peares ot our Lozd, 700, 80e, 


900, and 2 100, 2200, 2300; and ſo foꝛth, everp fourth 
undzed peare,obſerving the intercalation of the dap 
in other Leape- yeates. Ind by this meanes ( h1s 
ving ſtrucke off o dapes from the lulian peare)thep 
labour to keepe the Æquinoctiall points in thoſe daies 
of the moneth wich they were in, at the time of the 


 Generall Councell Holden at Nice in Pontus, Anno 


Dom. 328. aſſembled foz the eſtabliſhing of a ſet time 
fo; keeping the Feaſt of Eaſter. But this ptare folt- 
mixed by them, is ſtill ſomewhat. to great foz the 
Sunnes courſe,tn determining the tropical] peare. 

This Tropicall peare hath its name am) mv 550- 
779 y, which ſignificth Vicifſiiuder, tnrnings, and chan- 
get; becauſe tu this are all the mutations oz changes 
that can be in a peare, vi. the changeable ſeaſons o! 
Winter, Spring, Summer, and Autumne, Which are cau⸗ 
ſed by the Sunne receding from 11902 appꝛoaching 
tous: And ot thiſe we? are to ſpcake ot moze par⸗ 
ticulariy, - ” |

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Of the Winter. 


Inter taketh his name of the Dutch wozd 

\ Wint, Which fignitfieth Winde, becauſe of 
the plentie of windes in this Quarter df 
the peare. It is. called of the Latines Hyems, of 
the Grecke wozd ve, ſignifying to ratne. This is 
the firſt Quarter of the peare by Aſtronomicall 
Computation, and is that ſpace of time in which 
the Sunne paſſeth thzough theſe thꝛee Signes of the 
IZodtacke, viz. Capricornus, Aquarius, and Piſces. — 
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4 ; that toe beginning of this Quarter was upon the 
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eleventh dap of December the laſt peare, at eleven 
of the clocke in the foze-noone , at which time the

The time of the diſtinction of ages, we ſpeake of 
om Septuageſima bntili Eaſter, Foz in Septuage- 
ſma is repꝛeſented the beginning of the woꝛld, and 
of the firſt age from Adam. Ju Scxageſima is ſet 
oꝛth the beginning of the ſecond age from Noah. 
Jn Quinquageſima ( which ſome call Eſto mihi) is 
eclared the third age from Abrakam. Jn Quadra- 
de eſima ( which is the firſt Dundap in Lent ) is 
nentioned the beginning of the fourth age from 
Moſes, In the fit Sunday inclufluely from Qua- 
rage fima ig repꝛeſented the beginning of the fifth 
Fefrom Natia In the atten of or oz, cal 
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led Good⸗Fryday is repꝛeſented the beginning 
the ſixt age from Chꝛiſt our autour. Do tn th 
keaſt of the Paſſeouer, oꝛ Eaſter, is repꝛeſented th. 
ſeuenth age, Which belongeth to Glozification 
And in the next Dunday following, which the 
Latines call Dies Dominica in albis, but moze vu 
garly Low= Sunday, we vnderſtand the vaiuerſa| 
Meſurrection and life eternall. (ahtch number of 
ages is alſo repꝛeſented by the number of the ſeuen 
dayes of the weeke, accozding to the nature and 
quality of euery of the ſeucn Planets,from who 
the ſaid daypes doe bozrow their names.

Ceptuagefma ts lo called, becauſe it contained 7: 
dapes: foz it beginneth a dominica in qua cadt 
Alleluia, and is extended Ad diem dominicam in alb 
The Thurch celebzateth this Feaſt in reme 
d2ance of the 70. peeres wherein the Chiidzen 
Iſraelliued in captiuſty in Babylon. The firft Su 
day in Lent, is caKed Quadrageſima, becauſe thul 
fromthis Dunday Vſque ad cœnam Domini, are cor 
tained fozty dapes, and the celebzatton of this feal 
is kept, as a memoztall that: Moſes faſted 40. dait 
when he receiued the Decalogue 2 oꝛ elſe beca 
| Thzild faſted 40. dayes, and overcame the tempts: 
tions of the Deuill. Paſcha (ſaith Saint Hieron 
hebraice dicitur Phaſc, non a paſſione (vt 5 5 
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bitranrur) ſed a tranſitu nominatur : becauſe the dew 
ſtroper ſeeing the blood vpon the dooꝛe⸗poſts of the 
I Iſraclires; paſſed by and ſtrooke them not, The 
Church ſolemntzeth this Feaſt in remembꝛance 
the] that Chꝛiſt dped and role againe, and thereby pal⸗ 
ul4 fing from death to life, made ( as noteth Saint 
rſalſ] Auguſtine) a way foꝛ vs that beleeue his Reſurre⸗ 
r off &ton ; that we alſo may paſſe from death to life, ac⸗ 
uen cozding to the laping of our od: Qui credit in me 
an tranſit a morte ad vitam.

Pentecoſt is as much tolap, as the ſpace of fifty 
dapes,becauſe that betweene Eaſter dap & Whits 
ſunday (incluſiuely) are 50. dapes.

Hele Feaſts are tearmed moueable, r: ff; 
they follow the Pꝛimations and conrle o 
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hereofis, foꝛ that theſe Feaſts are alwapes to 
ſtand (in the Kallender) foz Sunday, partly be⸗ 
cauſe the Solar peere, conſiſting of 365. dates and 
6. houres, being Hebdomaticall (that is diuided 
into 52. weekes) there is one odde dap: party be⸗ 
cauſe thoſe ſixe hourgs put together euery fourth 
peere, doe make Diem intercalarem, which cauſeth 
the Leap peere, therefoze theſeFeaſts cannot con⸗ 
tinualip fall vpon a certaine dap of the moneth, 
like as the other Feafts(ranging ouer all the dates 
of the weeke) ozdtnarily doe; which therefoze are 
called fixed oz ſanding Feaſts.

Ohn Steffler (the Phenix of Iſkrologians of his 
time) In Calend.
